The prior arts cited by Applicant (provided as IDS) on 1 1/09/2010 fail to disclose 
or teach, alone or in combination with current or pervious prior arts, maintaining a list of 
unusable wireless communications systems, each entry of a wireless communications 
system in the list of unusable wireless communications systems including a system 
identifier and corresponding avoidance criterion that is equal to a current time plus an 
avoidance duration time from a look-up table that includes an entry for each of a 
plurality of communications failures and corresponding avoidance durations for not 
using the wireless communications system, wherein at least one of said unusable 
wireless communications systems is included on the preferred roaming list. 

Therefore, claims 1-3, 5-21 are allowable over the prior arts of record.
